1. JOHN EATON, of Medneſbury, in Stafford here, 

beard the Rev. Mr. Charles Weſley, in the latter eud 
of the year 1742, preach falvation by fuith, in the Colepit- 
Field. 1 and many others rejoiced to hear it, particularly 
many ot the poor people at Darleſlon, ſome of whom ſoon 
after began to meet together in the evenings, to ling ard: 
pray, and read the Bible. 

Some at Medneſbury uſed to go and meet with them; but 
one evening the mob at Darlbeſton, rote, pelted them with 
ctods and Rones, and broke all the windows of the houle 
where they had been. = | 9 85 

On the goth of May 1743, Join Adams (whoſe houſe it 
was) feiched a warrant, to carty ſome of the rioters before 
Juſtice P. of Mulſal. He deſired fome of us of Hedneſbhury 
to go with him; ſo four or five of us went: but the mob at 
Maſſal immediately roſe upon us; ſo that we were obliged 
to take ſhelter in a public houſe. Here we were kept cloſe 
priſoners till it was dark, ſeveral of us having been much 
hurt and abuſed, When it was night, we eſcaped one or 
two at a time. Francis Ward and J went laſt. 

On the 91ſt of June 1743, a large mob came to my houſe 
at Wedneſbury, T was then Conſtable ; ſo I went to the door 
with my Conflable's {taff, and began reading the Act of Par- 
lament againſt riots; but the ſtones flew ſo thick about my 
head, that I was forced to leave off reading and retire; ſo 
they broke about half my windows and went away: but ſome 
hours after, they came again, and broke all the reſt, and the 
door of my houſe, and the clock, to pieces. This is a ſhort 
account of the firſt damage that was done to me.

2. On the goth of May, I Zames Jones went with John 
Eaton and ſome others to Walſal. As we were going to and 
from the Juſtice's houſe, the mob pelted us with dirt and 
ſtones. They raged more and more, till Francis Ward des 
fired the Juſtice, who was preſent, to quiet them: But in- 
ſtead of that, he ſwung his hat round his head twice, and 
_ cried, © Huzza !” On which encouragement, they grew lo 

outrageous, that we were forced to take ſhelter in a public- 
houſe, and to ſtay there till it was dark. 

On the 21ſt of June, a great multitude gathered together 
in Wedneſhury Church-yard ; among them was Harvey Walklet 
oi Wedneſbury, and Richard Dorſet of Darleſton. Harvey ſaid

to Richard Dorſet, . Methinks they are not ſo well arm'd 
as I would have them.” Richard anſwered, © There. are 
many pretty fellows from Darleſton; I know them to be 
good blood.” Harvey replied, ** There is Jokn Baker with 
the oak bough in his hat, he will break the firſt pane of 
Mr. Eaton's windows.” Accordingly they, went to Mr. 
Eaton's init; and from thence to other houſes. Here ere 
above fourſcore houſes in and about Hedneſbury, in many of 
winch there are not three panes of glaſs left. | 
Hedngſbury, June 29. James Jones. 

3. I Jonathan Jones, in the county of Stafford, farmer, 
am willing 10 puy the king and country their due, might I be 
at p2ace; and go about my Jawfuloccaiions, as I ought to do. 

On the 20th of June, at my neighbour Adams's houſe, 
two or three were ſinging a hymn, and a parcel of *prentices 
and others, in a very rude manner, came and threw many 
ſtones thro? the windows; in particular Mr, Richard Taylor's 

prentice. So my neighbour. John Adams goes to Squire F. 
and brings a warrent for him; but Mr. Taylor goes to Mal- 
ſal, to the Juſtice, before the offenders were brought, and he 
was with Squire P. when we came, who would not act at his | | 
own hall, but font us down into the town; where a great 
mob was waiting for our coming. . 

So the Conſtable gave him the warrant, and he ſaid, 
*"Wh:tl Iunderſtand you are Methodiſts? Iwill not ad for 
you.” Then be went to the door, and told a great mob, 
They might do what they would” and took off his hat, and 
ſwung it about, and went away. They gave a great ſhout, 
and ſome of them ſwore bitterly, they would murder us all. 
We lent for the Conſtable, to help us out of the town, but 
he was not to be found, So we flaid in the houſe about two 
hours, till we thought the mob was gone; but as ſoon as we 
came out, ſome began to hollow, and the ſtreet was quickly 
full. They beat and bruiſed us very much: but through 
God's mercy we eſcaped with our hves. | 

About a week after there aroſe a great mob at Darle/ton, | 
and broke me nine large windows, and many” of my goods. 
The fame day my man was coming home with my team, and 
they met him, and beat him, and much abuſed my horſes, 
At night they came to break the reſt of my goods; but 1 
gave them money, and they went away. 

So I was at Richard Dor/et's, our Church-warden, and 
many of the mob came fn and ſaid, “come now, d——n 


you, Dorſet, we have done our work, pay us our wages.'? 
And I hw the drink come in, in large jugs, and every one

4. I Frances Hard, of Wedneſbury, went to N Dat May 3 
with Jon Eaton, to ſee if we evuid have juſhce done to the 
rioters, who had abuſed our neighbours at Darleſton. We 
went to Benjamin Ieſlley's, at the ſign of the Ceorge, when 
one Mr. Taylor, curate of Walja!, came with the mob to- 
the boulſe, and, in our hearin g, encouraged them to inſult 
us. Actor ngly they pclted us With dirt. and ſtones, all the 
way we went to the ſullice” s gate, The jullice came out, 
aud ſaid, © We muſt go down into the town, and then he 
would hear our complaint.“ But as we went, the mob con- 
tiuued to pelt us, though the Juſtice wes with-us. I. deſded 
he would be plealed to read the Act of Parliament again it 
riots! but he would not When we came. to Be amid 
Weſtley's, the Fu Aice would heve had a hearing in the ir ts, 
among the mob; but at laſt he was prevailed with to 20 into.

Milliam Weods, brick- maker, had his windows broke twice, 
and was compelled to go along with the rioters. 

Elizabeth Linglam, a widow with five children, had her 
goods ſpoiled, her ſpinning-wheel (the ſupport of her family) 
broke, and her pariſh allowance reduced from 28. 6d. to 
18. 0d. a week. | | 

Valentine Amberſly, collier, had his windows broke twice, 
his wife, big with child, abuſed and beat with clubs, 

George Wynn had his windows and goods broke, and to 
fave his houle was forced to give them drink. | 
Tuomas Day had his windows and goods broke, and was 
forced to remove from the town. | „„ 

Fofe. Stubs had his windows broke twice, and his wife fo 
_ Frighted, that ſhe miſcarried. | 

6. On June 20, John Baker, Thomas Griffiths, and 
Daniel Oniens, at the head of.a large mob, came to my houle, 
Jonas Turner by name, at Weſt Bramwwck, near Wedneſbury, 
and aſked, * Whether-I would keep from theſe men and go 
to the church? I anſwered. % go to the church very often, 
but I never ſee any of you uw 73? Preſently Danze! Onzens, 
with a great club, beoks gre ht of my windows at one 
blow. Others laid hold of me and faid, © You ſhall go 
along with us.“ I told them, I would not.” They dragged 
me by force about 60 yards, and then I got looſe from them. 


Afterwards they broke all my windows, and threw into my 


houſe three baſket-full of ſtones, to break my goods. 

7. Some time in June, about four in the afternoon, a mob 
came to my houle at Weft Bramtoich; I was within, and my 
two daughters without. They threw in ſtones and bricks fo 
faſt, that I thought I ſhould have been knocked on the head. 
Whereupon I opened the door and ran out amongſt them. 
Oae of my daughters cried out, © My mother will be killed.“ 
On which they fell to throwing ſtones at her. She ran 
into a neighbour's houſe; but before ſhe could ſhut the door. 
they broke the bottom off with a brick end. They followed 
my other daughter with flones, and one with a great ſtakes 
She ran into another houſe, much frighted, expecting to be 
Murdered, I aſked them, How they could come and abuſe 
us thus” Upon which one eame with a large club, and wore

He repli-d, *T ſuppoſe you follow theſe parions that come 
about.” $9 he talk'd to us very roughly, refuſed us a war- 
rant, and {1d, I will neither meddle nor make,” And 
after he and ſome gentlewomen that were with him, had 
made as much game at us as they thought fit, we came away 
without any Juſtice at all. | 

19. I Munford Wilks, heard the Rev. Mr. E. ſay to the = 
mob at Darleſion, (after they had committed theſe outrage?) | 
„Well, my lads, he that has dons it out of pure zeal for the g 
Church, I don't blame him. My lads, I hope you will let | 
us /ettle our affairs in our own partſh ourſelves 2 but if theſe 
men ſhould come, and they thould follow them, then your 
help will be needful.” | | 

14. Line and Mare's Green have been long noted for 
wickedneſs of every kind; for curſing and ſwearing, ſabbath- 
breaking, idlenefs,. and all manner of debauchery. Few 
thereabouts uſed to go to church, or trouble themſelves about 
religion, till ſome of them heard Mr. 7e4n and Charles 
Weſley, who then had a defbre to flee from the wrath to 
come. In order to this, they ſet apart one evening in a 
week, to meet and encourage one another, by reading 2 
chapter, {inging a pſalm or hymn, and praying and con- 
verſing together. | | 

The revellers, finding their old companions had forſuken | 
them, were enraged at them more and more; inſomuch FA 
that they came one evening when they were met, in Novem- |

Some time before this happened, the mob roſe at Dærleſtou, 
to near a thouſand people, They took me by force ont of 
my mother's houſe, gave me a club in my hand, and ſaid, 
© If I did not go with them, and pull down 7%, Spt. 
bouſe, they would murder me.” Weliam Corfuelt was wt 
man who put the club in my hand, and haled me along th 
flreet. I threw down the club, and when I came to the place, 
ſaw them break open the houſe, and bring out ſome of the 
goods, the people belonging to it being fled for their

The ſame day the Rev. Mr. E. came to Darleſton; and 
Nicholas Winſpur, the common crier of the town, gave 
notice, 11nging his bell, that all the people belonging to the 
ſociety, muſt come to Mr. Forfhew's houſe, and there ſet 
their hands to a paper, ſignifying, “ that they would not 
hear theſe men any more: but if they did not come and ſet 
their hands, they muſt expect to have their houſes pulled.

When I came, Mr. Forſhew: aſked me, if I could 
write?” I ſaid, no. Then he bid me make my mark; ſo, 
through fear, I did. I then laid doun a penny, which they 
made every one of us do, to make the mob drink. | 

17. About Candlemas, my wife was going to Fedneſbury, 
and a mob met her in the road, and threw her down ſeveral 
times, and abuſed her ſadly. | | A 

(The manner is too horrible to write. The neareſt to a 
parallel caſe, is that of the woman abuſed by the men of 
Gibeah ; although in this caſe are many circumſtances ex- 
ceeding that.)

I got a warrant for ſome of them from Juſtice G. As ſoon 
as this was known, the mob roſe and broke all my windows 
again. All who were ſerved with the warrant, elenped; but 
one the Conſtable took and brought before the Juſtice, who 
came back and told his companions, ** that the Juſtice bid 
them go home about their buſineſs,” So they went home 


3 1 and 
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and told the mob; and then ben came to my houſe, broke 
ſome goods, and went away for a iitle me; but when they 
came again, they broke and deliroyed all the neceſſary goods 
we had in the houle. They likewiſe broke and ſpoiled all 
my {hop tools; threw the tiles off of the root of the houſe, 
pull'd down one room, the joiſts of which they carried away 
with them. Many things they took away; particularly all 
my gun-locks, both them that were led, and them that were 
in the rough. They tore to pieces all my wite's linnen, cut 
the bed and beiflcad, fo that it was good for nothing; broke 
ber box into htile bits, and tore her Bible and Common 
Praycr-book all to pieces. We retired to a friend's houſe; 
but one telling them we were there, they {wore they would 
tear it down, if he let us lay any longer. So we went out 
3: the froſt and ſnow, not knowing where to lay our head. 
18. John Allen, of HNenſbury, in the county of Stafford, 
John Darby, of Brerely, in the laid county, and James Con- 
ſtable, of Wen ſbury atorelaid, jointly and ſeverally make 
oath and ſay: and fiſt, John Allen, for himſelf ſaith, that 
on Monday, the Cth day of this inſtant February, being in- 
formed that the mob would come the next day, to plunder 
ſeveral of his friends and acquaintance, he went to the houſe 
of one Fraiicis Ward, of Wenjoury, and aſſiſted in removing 
goods and furniture; and that on Tuclday morning, (being 
Shrove-Tueſday) this deponei.t hearing the mob was come to 
the town aſſiſted in removing divers other goods; and that 
afterwards on the ſame day, he met about goo perſons, al- 
ſembled together in a riotous manner; and that preſently 
after, one George Winſpur, of Darleſton, and divers others, 
broke and entered the houſe of Francis Ward, broke 'down 
the fire grate fixed therein, and then pulled down, took and 
carried away all ſuch goods as were leit there, and which 
they were able to carry. After which one Jon Baker, of 
Venſbury, and a great number of other riotous perſons, came 
to the houſe of Francis Nard, and broke the windows ; and 
then the {aid Baker, with divers others, entered the ſame, 
and broke to pieces and deſtroyed the bedſteads, and other 
goods and furniture. | | ; | 
The ſaid riotous company then went to another village, 
called Weſt Bramwick, and returned back again to Wenſbury, 
where this deponent faw one Thomas Horton, of Darleſton, 
with divers others, go in a riotous manner to the houſe of 
foun Griffiths, of Wenſbury, and law Thomas Horton, with a 
ede hammer, break open the door ot that houſe, which he, 
with others, entered and deſtroyed, and broke to pieces divers 
of toe hcuthold goods, and carried away tbe remainder, or 
the greateſt part thereof,

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t9. And the ſaid % Darby, for hiinſelf ſaith, that on 
the {aid 6th day of February, he heard a great many people 
making a noiſe : that he went thereupon into his own houſe, 
and locked the door; that in about a quarter of an hour, 
about ſevenſcore perſons came up to this deponent's houle ; 


nine or ten of whom bade him give them money, elle they 


would break the door: that Jon Hammerſley, of Darleſton, 
and ſeveral others, with a great rail of wood, broke down 
the door, and entered the houſe, and caught up a large ax, 
and broke to pieces and deſtroyed this deponent's goods and 
windows. After which they deſtroyed five ſtalls of bees, and 
Killed and took away his hene, and threw the hay out of his 
barn, and carrying away what they thought proper ; went to 
the houſe of Samuel Smith, a quarter ti mile further, and 
broke his windows.

20. James Conſtable faith, that on Monday the 6th inſtant, 
Henry Old, Thomas Adams, and Francis Longmore, all of 
Darleſion, came to Wenſbury, and, with oaths and curſes, in 
this deponent's hearing, proteſted, ** that they would come 
the next day, and pull down the houſe of one Benjamin Con- 
ſtable, and have his heart and his liver out,” That accord- 
ingly, the next day, about ten in the morning, he heard a 
great huzza in the town ſtreet, and went to ſee what was the 
matter, when he, this deponent, was immediately, by one 
Samuel Cotterel, of Darleſton, and three others, ſeized by the 


collar, and forced to go into a great concourſe of people,

London, on Feb. 24, 1743, (John Darby.

21. Monday, Feb. 6. we kept as a faft. Sixty or more of 
us met at one, and joined in prayer. About eight we heard 
the mob was at John Griffith's, the elder, breaking the 
houſe and ſpoiling his goods. This put ſome of ns on re- 
moving our moſt portable goods. When i came home, my 
wife had awakened my youngeſt girls, and carried them ro 4 | 
neighbour's houſe. We then laid down, and committed our

Next morning, Feb. 7. (Shrove Tueſday) all things were 


pretty ſtill till ten. We were all very cheartul. The 


greateſt fear we had, was left we ſhould deny our maſter, 
For they had got a paper, which if any one would ſubſcribe, 
his bouſe was not to be plundered: but the far greater part, 
by the grace of God, choſe rather the loſs of all things, 
About half an hour after ten, great numbers of men were 
gathered together on the Church-hill. We could fee them 
march down, fome armed with ſwords, ſome with clubs, and 
ſome with axes. They firſt fell upon Br njamin Watſon's 
houſe, and broke many of the tiles, and all the windows. 
Next they came to Mr. Addinghrook's, broke a fine clock, 
with many of his goods, and ſtole all the things they could 
carry away ; among which were writings of importance, and 
papers relating to the Jand-tax. The bent honſe was Jane 
Smith's, whoſe windows they broke, with what little goods 
fhe had. The next was Mr. Bird's, where they deſtroyed 
every thing they found, except what they carried away, 
cutting the beds in pieces, as they did all the beds they 
could any where find. Thence they went to Mr. Edge's 
houſe : he was ill of a fever; fo for a ſum of money they 
paſt it over. The next houſe was mine; they were going by 
it; but one who uſed to be my familiar friend, called them 
back, "They broke my counter, boxes, and drawers. to chips, 
and all that axe or hammer could break, except my bedfleads, 
They ſpilt all my drugs aud chymical medicines, and file 
every thing they could cairy, even all my wife's wearing 
apparcl and mine, beſides what we had on.
